C.A. has been closely related to
industry for more than
years and in serving industry in
181 points with railroads, spon-
soring’ some 90 Foreman's clubs
with a total membership of
more than 30,000, in inter-plant
recreation and leagues, and
sponsoring industrial: con-
ferences. Last year 7,600 indus-
trial mén were brought together
through Y.M.C.A. facilities to
discuss problems of .industry.

C.A. has been helpful in or-
ganizing young people in indus-
try activities to meet special
needs, including educalional
groups and classes, industrial
forums and Ieadership training.
